ASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Foreign 
W influences in Haiti, working to 
block plans of the United 
States to pacify the republic and re- 
habilitate its finances under American 
supervision, have made it necessary to 
declare martial law in Port au Prince, 
the capital, and practically all but two 
of the country’s open ports. 

Rear-Admiral Caperton, acting 
within his general instructions, de- 
clared martial law today and explained 
that his action was taken because of 
a situation which was beyond the 

control of the local government. 
For reasons of international policy, 
the State Department will not dis- 
close any of the information jt has 
received bearing on the subject. There 
have recently been persistent reports 
of the activity of foreign agents and 
so marked has been the effect of their 
activities upon members of the Haitian 
Congress and government that the 
State

France is among the largest of 
Haiti's creditors, her citizens being 
said to have about $20,000,000 in 
Haitian national bonds, besides large 
mercantile and banking interests in 
the republic. France has not only re- 
trained from opposing the develop- 
ment of the American policy, but Am- 


bassador Jusserand yesterday assured 
the State Department of French ap- 
proval of any plans which would re- 
sult in the establishment of a stable 
and responsible government in Haiti. 

The State Department did not at- 
tempt to initiate execution of its Hal- 
tian policy until it had received as- 
surances that President Dartiguenave 
would be able to carry it through suc- 
cessfully and command the support 
of the majority of the Haitian Con- 

It was regarded as desirabie 
that the principle of majority control 
and of the retention of power in the 
people themselves should be preserved. 

However, after the movement was 
under way and the proposed treaty, 
by which the United States was ta act 
as a protector for Haiti against for- 
eign creditors and set the republic in 
order, was ready for submission to the 
Haitian Congress, signs of opposition 
developed in unexpected quarters. 
These are said to have been traced 
to foreign influences which were rap- 
idly extended. 

Admiral Caperton had been fully 
advised of the State Department's 
plans, had received authority for 
their execution, and it was unneces- 
sary to issue any orders to him on 
the declaration of martial law. It is 
assumed that he thought the best way 
to check the anti-American agitation 
and insure acceptance of the treaty 
would be to take measures to prevent 
disorder and menacing expeditions 
against those favoring the American 
policies. 

It is said by officials that under mar- 
tial law the navy’s functions will be 
limited to maintenance of order and 
collections of customs, for the pres- 
ent, at least. There will be no dis- 
placement of or interference with the 
civil government, unless Haitian poli- 
ticilans make an issue. On the other 
hand, it is expected there will be no 
further delay in consideration by the 
Haitian Congress of the treaty, which 
still is in the hands of the Haitian 
Minteter of Foreign Affairs. 

As soon as favorable action has been 
taken on the treaty a modus vivendi 
will be arranged whereby the United 
States will be empowered immediately 
to organize a native constabulary un- 
der American officers and to regulate 
the republic's finances.

WILSON TAKES FIRST STEP 
TO MEDIATE FOR PEACE. 


Cables Ii structions to Ambassadors at London and 
Berlin to Ascertain if His Services Would be Accept- 
able to Any of the Belligerents — Action is Prompted 
by Recent Visit of Cardinal Gibbons. 


HINGTON BUREAU OF THE 

TIMES, Sept. 4.—President 

Willison took the first step today 

to ascertain whether a formal offer of 

mediation by the United States gov- 

ernment would be welcomed by the 
European belligerents. 

The State Department cabled Am- 

bassador Page at London to report 

his opinion of the reception that would

A similar cablegram was dispatched 
to Ambassador Gerard at Berlin. The 
understanding in official cifcles is 
that the same inguiry will be ad- 
dressed to the American Ambassadors 
at Petrograd, Paris, Rome and Con- 
stantinople. 

Officially it was denied that the 
President has acted upon the sugges- 
tion of Pope Benedict to undertake 
the task of bringing about peace in 
Europe at this time. Officially this is 
the fact, for the President does not 
purpose to proffer his good offices un- 
less one or more of the beliigerents 
should give him unquestionable rea- 
gon to believe that his services as me- 
diator are desired. 

DESIRE NO PUBLICITY. 

Unless one or more of the warring 
nations is ready to propose peace and 
desires to make the United States gov- 
ernment the channel of the overtures, 
it ie believed that no publicity will be 
given to the results of the inquiries 
directed to American Ambassadors 
abroad. 
Friends of the President say that 
his action in this instance is not novel 
because he has kept informed of peace 
prospects throughout the progress of 
the war by communication with the 
United States representatives in the 
capitals of the belligerents, 
The unusual interest in the informal 
sounding of the powers at this time 
is contfibuted by the fact that Pope 
Benedict deemed this the propitious 
moment for the President to take 
some step in the directen of achiev- 
ing peace. Although not optimistic 
concerning the result, the President, 
say his associnies, could do no less 
than ascertain in a discreet manner 
whether there is ground for the Pope's 
belief that peace overtures would be 
welcomed in any quarter of the war 
zone.

ROME (via Paris) Sept. 4.—Car- 
dinal Gibbons’s interview with Prest- 
dent Willson is considered by the 
Vatican as the most important event 
in the campaign for the re-establish- 
ment of peace, but the Holy See 
wishes to have the attitude of the 
Pope plainly set forth, to avoid mis- 
understanding, and therefore has 
issued a formal statement to the 
effect that the Pope did not send any 
special message by the cardinal to 
the President of the United States. 
The situation at the present mo- 
ment, it is pointed out, does not 
seem favorable for the Pope to take 
the initiative In matters of peace, 
but the pontiff is ready to help in all 
possible ways in an effort in that 
direction from whatever quarter it 
comes. The opinion is expressed in 
Vatican circles here that the United 
States is in the best possible posi- 
tion to undertake such a mission. 
The following formal statement 
was issued by the Vatican today: 
“Reports from America concern- 
ing the visit of Cardinal Gibbons to

sion that the cardinal was the bearer 
of a special message from Pope 
Benedict to President Wilson, which 
is not the fact. It is considered im- 
portant by the Vatican authorities 
that the facts be stated with careful 
esactness to avoid misunderstandings 
which might hinder the supreme 
object of peace.

This indicates 
a remarkable state of affairs, and will 
help to explain what must already 
have occurred to the reader, why 
with the Kaiser on the side of mod- 
eration Germany has refused to mod- 
ify her submarine war at the demand 
of the United States. 

Chancellor Von Bethmann-Hollweg 
and Foreign Minister Von Jagow were 
in favor of making concessions to 
America. Admiral Von Tirpitz was 
bitterly opposed to modifying the 
present policy in any way. The whole 
issue was put up to the Kaiser. What 
the Kaiser really ttinks about ge 
Lusitania crisis is, of course, a pro- 
found secret, but there is some reason 
to believe that in this, as in other 
things, he inclined to moderacion. 
The Kaleer’s well-known admiration 
for America, as evidenced before the 
war in a hundred wavs, might be ex- 
pected to weigh with him.

MANY SLAVS CAPTURED 
IN BATTLE FOR RIGA.

ERLIN, Sept. 4 (via London.) 

The German army engaged in 

the bat for possession of the 
Russian port of Riga captured the 
bridgehead at Friedrichstadt, on the 
Dvina, about forty miles below Riga, 
with thirty-seven officers and 3325 
men. 

The text of today’s official state- 
ment is as follows: 

“Western theater of war—The sit- 
vation on the western front is un- 
changed. 

“Eastern theater of war, army of 
Field Marshal Von Hindenburg—The 
bridgehead at Friedrichstadt was 
stormed yesterday. Thirty-seven of- 
ficers and 3325 men were taken pris- 
oner. Five machine guns were also 
captured. 

“On both sides of Vilna the enemy 
has re eated his vain attacks. Be- 
sides loeing a large number in killed 
and wounded, he left 800 prisoners 
in our hands. In and around Grodno 


fighting still continues. During the 
night. however, the Russians, after 
suffering defeat everywhere, retreat- 
ed in an easterly direction. The for- 
tress and all the forts are in our pos- 
session The retreating enemy is be- 
ing pursued. Six heavy guns and 2709 
prisoners remained in our hands. 

“To the south of Grodno also the 
enemy has evacuated positions on the 
Niemen. 

“Between the confluence of the 
Bwisiocz and the region northeast of 
the forest of Bieloviezh, the army of 
Gen. Von Galiwitz is attacking. Up 
to the present time 800 prisoners have 
been taken. 

“Army of General Field Marshal 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria—The fight- 
ing in the passages through the 
marshy district north and northeast 
of Grodno continues. 

“Army of Field Marshal Von Mack- 
ensen— The enemy is still holding the 
bridgehead near Bereza-Kartusks. 
Further south, in the region of 
Drohiczyn, sixty kilometers (thirty- 
seven miles) west of Pinsk, the enemy 
has been repulsed.” 


among the allies. The internal crisis 
in Germany will cortinue to become 
more and more serioug as the German 
armies win victory after victory. If the 
Germans repeat in the west their 
crushing victories in the east and a 
discussion of peace terms becomes a 
practical instead of a merely acade- 
mie question, the bitterness of the 
quarre! between annexationists and 
moderates will know no bounds, But, 
as victories become leas frequent and 
the chances for a “strong peace” less 
rosy, the Germans will close their 
ranks to present an undivided front 
to the foe, and when it comes to de- 
fense of the soil of the fatherland, 
if it ever does come to that, every 
section of German opinion will be 
united in a determination to fight to 
extermination rather than concede 
anything at all to a victoriotis enemy. 
That this spirit exists any one who has 
traveled tn Germany at war knows 
perfectly well; it is in the very air. 

In France, too, the “will to victory” 
ie in the air. In France, if victories 
are won, the same conflict of parties 
desiring a “stronge peace,” and a peace 
which shall admit of friendship be- 
tween victor and vanquished, will com- 
mence, The disheartening fact, to the 
neutral observer, is that after a year 
of war none of the contestants is will- 
ing to even admit the possibility of 
defeat. 


WAR GOES ON 
DESPITE SNOW. 


[mY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

ROME, Sept. 4 (via Faris, 10 p.m.) 
—The following official statement was 
given out here today: 

“In the mountainous portion of the 
theater of operations, espectally in 
the zones of Tonale, Haut Cordevole, 
Valle and Censia—the Ansieri-—the 
action of our troops continues despite 
the heavy snowfall. On the Lavaronne 
Plateau our artillery, by its accurate 
and intense fire, greatly hindered the 
enemy’s troops in reinforcement work. 
Along the Haut Cordevole, a fort 
which the enemy had succeeded in 
partly repairing, was freshly, damaged 
by our artillery fire. 

“In Boeden Valley—The Rienz— 

our troops succeeded on September 
2 in repulsing the enemy's heavy at- 
tack. Attacks also were repulsed 
against our positions at Slatenik and 
Potoka, situated in the Plezzo Val- 
ley. 
“On the Isonzo River we brought 
out a floating mine, set adrift from 
the opposite shore with evident in- 
tention of destroying several bridges 
in our possession, This feat was due 
to the remarkably strict watch kept 
by our sentinels.” 


FRENCH REPORT | 
OF OPERATIONS. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

PARIS, Sept. 4, 10.20 p.m — The 
following official communication was 
issued by the War Office tonight: 

“The artillery action continues In 
Artois, between the Somme and the 
Oise, and to the north of the Aisne. 
In reply to 2 destructive fire direct- 
ed against their trenches and work, 
the enemy has thrown against Rheims 
about a hundred shells; so far as re- 
ported there were no victims. 

“Engagements with bombs and 
grenades have occurred in Champagne 
and on the western outskirts of the 
Argonne.

Perhaps the most astounding de- 
mand put forward by the annexation- 
ist is that the property of all the in- 
habitants of the annexed territory in 
France. excepting the holdings of th- 
peasants, shall be confiscated and 
turned over to Germans. The present 
holders to be expelled, it is naively 
added, are to be “compensated by 
France.” 

As for Russia, she is to suffer great 
loss of territory. The inhabitants of 
the annexed territories in France and 
Russia, as well as in Belgium, are to 
have no political rights as subjects 
of the Empire save, perhaps, a voice 
in purely local affairs. 

The memorial does not mention the 
size of the indemaity to be exacted, 
but it would not be amiss to state that

abused office’ boy has become such 
a: scarce article in the London labor 
market that advertisements in the 
“help wanted” columns how offer 
wages two to three times those paid 
for the same class of help a year 
ago. A stock exchange firm last week 
spent $25 in advertisements before 
they got an applicant that suited 
them, and on no day did they have 
more than two or three applications 
in response to their appeal. 
A year ago, the ordinary office boy 
of 12 to 14 years expected to start 
work at $1.25 to $2 a week. Now 
he has little difficulty in obtaining 4 
place at $2.50 to $5, If he is bright 
he stands an excellent chance of be- 
ing promoted to a place as junior 
clerk in a few weeks. 

The explanation, of course, is the 
numerous vacancies caused every- 
where by the enlistment of clerks and 
office helpers in the army. Thous- 
ands of openings for boys have also 
been created by the departure of 
older men from posts on railways and 
subways. Practically all the Plat- 
form men” in the London “tubes” 
are now boys of 12 to 15.

BLUFF OF GOMPERS. 


Union labor has called“ Dr. Clem- 
jensen'’s challenge, made yesterday be- 
fore the Board of Education, that he 
would like to meet Gompers, Presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, in open debate on the school 
question. John A. Metz, school trus-

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ONSTITUTION 
PATCHED UP. 


NEW YORK PAYS A MILLION FOR 
THE JOB.

After Nearly Six Months’ Session 
Convention in New York Adjourns. 
Services of Elihu Root and George 
W. Wickersham Conspicuous Dur- 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLLSIVE DISPATCH.) 


ALBANY (N. Y.) Sept. 4. — The 
constitutional convention adjourned 
tonight after having been in session 
five days short of six months, at a 
cost of $1,060,000 to the State and 
having passed thirty-four amend- 
ments. These amendments affect 
thirteen of the fifteen articles of the 
State Constitution. The articles, 
which were not amended are those 
dealing with education and corpo- 
rations. Effort was made, however, 
to amend these also. Samuel Unter- 
mever tried to have the convention 
compel the incoporation of the Stock 
Exchange and similar bodies. 

This was beaten in committee. The 
fight to amend the education article 
was beaten in open convention. There 
were two groups—each representing 
an extreme—attacking the present 
clause which provides that the edu- 
cation of children is a State function. 
One group represented those who 
wanted to see schools where religion 
is taught subject to more stringent 
regulations, while the other set want- 
ed it left alone. The Committee on 
education, of which Jacob Gould 
Schurman of Cornell is chairman, re- 
ported a compromise that spelled 
nothing new, and it was defeated. 


VOLUMINOUS PROPOSALS, 


There were exactly 725 proposals 
offered by the delegates. More than 
600 of these died in committee. The 
Important proposals left to die in the 
“morgue,” as general orders is called, 
were those of John G. Saxe and Pat- 
rick J. Tierney, restoring party con- 
ventions and killing direct primaries. 

To Elihu Root, president of the con- 
vention, and George W. Wickersham. 
floor leader, credit is due for keep- 
ing the question of religion and poll 
tics out of the convention. 

The most important proposal passe 
was the Tanner short ballot amend- 
ment. This measure was described by 
Elihu Root in the big speech of the 
convention as the one thing that more 
than any other would strike a death 
blow at invisible government and the 
political bosses. Originally, it was in- 
tended that this should limit the elec- 
tive officiala to Governor and Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. Friends of State 
Controller Travis and  Atty.-Gen. 
Woodbury, however, advanced reasons 
for the retention of their offices as 
elective, and the result was a com- 
promise measure, retaining the four 
officials mentioned as elective. 

THE SHORT BALLOT. 


The short ballot measure gives un- 
limited power to the Governor in mak- 
ing all departments, except the two 
controlled by the Attorney-General 
and the Controller, directly responsi- 
ble to him.

ILLARD WARNS 
HYPHENATES.

Her strange actions attracted the 
attention of County Superintendent 
Riggins at the time of the examina- 
tion and he thought then that she ap- 
peared slightly deranged. She said 
she had been engaged to teach the 
Olive school for another vear and left 
for there immediately after the exam- 
ination. She came to Phoenix yes- 
terday and told the superintendent 
that she had bought a homestead 
west of Phoenix more than a year 
ago, that she had tried to sell it and 
found that it was utterly worthless. 
She said also that she was in trou- 
ble otherwise, and appeared greatly 
agitated. 

She retired to her room early last 
night and asked not to be disturbed. 
When she had not risen by 2 o'clock 
the proprietor of the hotel rapped on 
her door, but received no answer. He 
communicated with the Sheriff and 
the room was forced open. The body 
of the woman was found tying across 
the bed and there was an empty bot- 
tle of carbolic acid beside the body.

TEN FHOUSAND AT PICNIC HEAR 
STIRRING ADDRESSES. 


Former Congresmnan Tells of Ad- 
vantages of Ward System, Urges 
Need of National Preparedness 
and Denounces the Act of ex- 
President. 


Officers of the Illinois Society of 
Los Angeles City estimated yester- 
day that fully 10,000 persons par- 
ticipated in the all-day picnic of Illi- 
nols people given by this society in 
Eastlake Park. 

When the formal programme was 


given, a body of 6000 persons sur- 
rounded the speakers’ stand. The 
8 was in charge of Dr. 

illiam Wenzlick, president of the 


society. Thee were addresses by 
former Congressman George W. 
Prince of the Galesburg district; 


Congressman Randall, C. H. Parsons, 
secretary of the Federation of State 
Societies, and Robert J. Adcock, 
former president of the Illinois So- 
clety, and whose grandfather was the 
first Governor of Illinojs. Alfred | 
Montgomery, known as the “farmer 
printer,” recited an anonymous 
poem, said to have been the best be- 


loved of Abraham Lincoln. There 
were numerous musical selections 
and the assemblage sang “Ilinois.” 


Mr. Prince received much ap- 
Plause in the course of his address. 
He told of the vast company of good 
citizens that Illinois has sent to Calli- 
fornia to take active part in its up- 
bullding: of what they are accomp- 
lishing in all lines of endeavor and 
of their love for their adopted State 
as well as that of Illinois. He de- 
clared that Los Angeles is the most 
orderly and law-abiding city in his 
knowledge. 

In speaking of the city government, 
Congressman Prince strongly in- 
dorsed the ward system, declaring 
that from many points of view it is 
far more advantageous to the aver- 
age citizen than the counciimen-a'- 


large system, and that it gives the 
voter the opportunity to know the 
men for whom he fs voting. 

The speaker declared himself a. 
stalwart Republican and said he 
firmly believes in party politics in 
State and nation. He pda hich 
tribute to President Wilson for the 
manner in which he is filling the 
difficult position of the Presidency 
and his counsels that have prevented 


this nation in a neutral position al- 
though it is composed of citizenry 
from all of the warring countries of 
Europe. 

The need of preparedness was also 
discussed. The speaker showed that 
this nation is now spending 1441. 
600,000 on its military system and 
that out of every $100 of Federal m- 
come $70 goes for war or military 

urposes. 

: The speaker declared that in the 
past few years this country has spent 
as much as Germany in this line, 
but that Germany was fully pre- 
pared for war, while we have much 
to be desired. He urged that the 
army be consolidated; that provision 
be. made for more trained officers 
who could instruct through schools, 
Ste.: that a system of short entlist- 
ments be adopted, and men be en- 
couraged to enlist for these short 
terms and then drop back into civil 
life—that military training be er-

TANK INSPECTOR KILLED 
BY EXPLOSION OF GAS. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE] 


Robinson, an employee of the 
Fullerton Ou Company on the 
Fullerton lease in Brea Canyon, was 
burned to death last night by an ex- 
Piosion of gas in a separating tank. 
Friday night, August 20, Harry 
Wring was fatally burned by an ex- 
plosion in the gasoline separating plant 
of the Puente Oil Company on the 
Columbia lease; but in his case the 


injuries were caused by a bursting 
Pipe line. 


In the separating plants of these 
oil companies the mixture of oll and 
water as it comes from the wells is 


pumped into stills and vaporized. The 
mixed vapors run inte separating 
tanks, where the water goes to the 
bottom and the other products form 
superficial layers according to their 
Various specific gravities. 
From these tanks the water is 
siphoned off from the bottom in- 
to another tank from whence 
it is pumped into a cooling sys- 
tem and used to cool the Pipes 
through which the hot vapors 
Pass from the stills. This is because 
water is somewhat scarce—except as 
it comes up with the oil—and has to 
be used as far as possible. It was one 
of these latter tanks which exploded. 
The water which comes from the 
Separating tanks has a considerable 
quantity of emulsion; half w be- 
tween crude oil and distillate. the 
mixture is warm—something over 
blood heat, there are laways large 
{Quantities of gas present, which, 
mixed with air, explodes with a spark, 
the same as the mixture in an auto- 
mobile. 
As this water is used for the cool- 
ing systems it is important that the 
tank shall not run empty and the reg- 
ular inspection of this tank was one 
of the principal duties of the “sep- 
arating man,“ Robinson. . 
About 9:30 he sat talking with the 
Pumping engineer, E. V. Cribbs, near 
the boiler plant. Cribbs got up and 
went to his pumps and boilers. he 
says, about 9:45. He had not been 
there very long when he heard an ex- 
plosion, and looking out saw the tank 
in flames. 
Immediately he blew the fre alarm, 
and rushed for the tank. The men 
from the neighboring Orange lease re- 
sponded at once with the chemical! 
extinguishers, accompanied by the 
superintendent, A. J. Gould, who had 
been reading in his room.

Reproduction of the Libyan Desert 
on a great rocky hillside at Griffith 
Park as a lion “run,” an enterprise 
without parallel in the history of the 
country, is proposed by the park de- 
partment.

Speaker Young carefully held his peace 
until the time for filing petitions had ex- 
pired. In the Assembly he was over-pro- 
fuse in his protestatiqns that it would be 
a Supreme delight to have the anti-party 
law referred to the people for final decision. 
Now he suddenly changes his tone and 
chuckles: “We got this past you. No 
matter how badly the first two bills are 
beaten by a vote of the people, you cannot

Speaker Young's hypocrisy was 80 
thoroughly exposed by his patronage and 
junketing trades in the last Legislature 
that few are now surprised to see him adopt 
this “People be damned” attitude. If the 
two major anti-party bills are beaten in the 
referendum election, the intent of the peo 
ple toward anti-party legislation will be 
expressed in no evasive terms. Granting, 
for the sake of argument, that Speaker 
Young's contention about the effect of the 
new registration law is correct, the con- 
dition after the bills now greferendumed 
were defeated would be that the main 
primary law of the State would provide for 
printing party ballots and holding party 
primaries, and that a subsidiary law would 
make no provision for party registration 
to carry the main law into effect. The 
main law would be sustained by a vote of 
the whole people of the State; a repeal of 
the new registration law would remove the 
one obstacle in the way of the direct ex- 
pression of the people's will. It has al- 
ready been announced unofficially that a 
special session of the State Legislature 
will be held in January to pass enabling 
legislation for certain constitutional amend- 
ments; yet Speaker Young now insinuates 
that the Governor, with the returns from 
the referendum election before him, would 
decline to include in that call the purpose 
of eliminating conflicting clauses in the 
State's election laws. 

Of course Speaker Young and his coterie 
of little officeholders would still maintain 
their policy of “jobs at any price,” but 
the Gavernor himself has high political as- 
pirations. If he should show such con- 
tempt for the will of the people as Speaker 
Young presages he would be very likely to 
discover that the State Constitution con- 
tains a foolish recall provision that he likes 
as well as the one providing for the refer- 
endum, and his campaign in 1916 would 
not be for the United States Senate but to 
defend his office as Governor against a 
recall election. The vote which will 
defeat the anti-party election bills would 
stand as a unit to place in the Governor's 
chair a citizen who would make it his 
business to see that the will of the people 
was respected, and not flouted in their 
faces as is now attempted by Speaker 
“Cissy” Young, champion peanut politician 
of the 1915 Legislature. 

In this connection it may be noted that 
no member of the Governor’s legal staff has 
given an opinion sustaining the contention 
of “Cissy” Young, who is not an attorney 
and whose knowledge of the law is about 
equal to his respect for the will of the 
people when. that will runs counter to his 
political aspirations. Opposed to this is 
the expressed opinion of a number of lead- 
ing attorneys of the State who were con- 
sulted before the referendum petitions were 
circulated. These held that no minor 
omission or error in the registration law 
would be held by the courts to defeat 
the express provisions of the main election 
laws of the State. .

COMBINATION RELIGION, 

Both China and Japan somewhat too 
readily accepted, some years ago, the ma- 
terial philosophy of Darwin and Herbert 
Spencer and are now endeavoring to return 
to a mixture of the maxims of their ancient 
faiths with the principles of Christianity. 
The authorities find that pessimism in re- 
ligion induces disregard of moral restraint 
in the dealings of men with each other, and 
the President of the Chinese republic, while 
not antagonizing Christianity, is devoting 
his efforts to a reinstatement of the au- 
thority of Confucianism. 

Japan has a large number of young men 
trained in the universities of England and 
America. Japanese officials are using every 
effort to bring them to a reaffirmation of 
Shintoism, and to that “ancient ardor and 
devotion to religion as such, which, in the 
opinion of the officials, is necessary if the 
moral issues facing Japan internally and 
externally are to be solved rightly and in 
a way to prolong the national life.” 

The leaders of Shintoism and Confucian- 
ism and Buddhism and the Christian mis- 
sionaries in the Orient are unofficially but 
earnestly endeavoring to collaborate in a 
free development of friendly relations which 
may ultimately result in a working creed 
that will not lack for adherents on this 
continent.

FPOREIGNERS PAY TARIFF TAX. 


(Washington correspondence Cin- 
einnat! Enquirer: In the halycon 
Gays of tariff-making it was a com- 
mon Republican assertion that the 
“foreigner pays the tax.” That state- 


ment was so thoroughly man-handle4d 
4uring a number of ‘years that its 
strident voice has become a weak 
and sickly thing. But here is a state- 
ment of fact that has come to the 
attention of a treasury official in the 
customs division: 

Under the Payne-Aldrich tariff act 
the tariff rate on stockings Worth $1 
a dozen, or less, was 15 per cent. ad 
Valorem plus 70 cents a dozen. Un- 
der this rate New England hosiery 
mills had developed a satisfactory 
business, but were compelled to com- 
pete with hosiery milis in Chemnitz, 
Germany, which, despite the protec- 
tion given American goods, were able 
to do business in the United States. 

When it was proposed, under the 
Simmons-Underwood act, to cut the 
rate on cheap hosiery to 15 per cent. 
and 25 cents a dozen, a representative 
of the New England milis filed the 
air with logubrious predictions. He 
asserted that. the German mills would 
obtain all the business and that the 
New England mills would be closed. 
According to his prediction the mills 
must be dismantied or closed with 
“for rent“ signs on their doors. He 
assumed that the reduction of 36 
cents in duty would be employed by 
the German frm as a means of re- 
ducing their price to American con- 
sumers. 

Recently this same hosiery repre- 
sentative was in Washington and re- 
counted the experience of the hosiery 
mills during the period between the 
passage of the Underwood act and the 
beginning of the European war, 
which threw all normal business ma- 
chinery out of gear. 

The Chemnitz milla, instead of us- 
ing the lower duty as a means of 
making more attractive prices to 
American consumers, had maintained 
their old price. They were apparent- 
ly eatisfied with the size of their 
American market under the Payne- 
Aldrich act, and instead of reducing 
prices, as a result of the Democratic 
tariff, decided to maintain prices and 
put the 36 cents a dozen in their 
pockets. 

The treasury official who recounts 
this incident concludes that the re- 
duction of the tariff was simply a 
gift to the Chemnitz mills, and that 
if trade conditions were such that the 
German mills could obtain such ad- 
ditional profit through a reduction in 
tariff, that prior to the reduction they 
were being compelled to forege an 
equal amount of profit; in other

THE DESTROYER IN ACTION. 


As was to be expected from its close 
patrol, the destroyer took part in the 
Arat sea fight between British and 
German warships, on August 28, 1914, 
off Helgoland Bight. A strong force 
of British destroyers acting as scouts 
and headed by the light cruiser Are- 
thus. rounded up and attacked eigh- 
teen or twenty home-bound German 
cruisers and destroyers.

{Washington Star:] It is doubtful 
whether any foreign war office fol- 
lows with an accuracy greater than 
that displayed by the United Statés 
War Department the movements of its 
officers. The following is an interest- 
ing case in point: ° 

A young army officer who had seen 
service in this country and in the East 
was once with a small scouting party 
in Arizona. After two weeks in the 
desert his squad came to the railway 
near a mall station. Within ten 
minutes a telegram from Washington 
was brought to him by the station 
agent. It asked if the officer wished 
to be traneferred to one of the new 
artillery regiments then forming. 

He answered by te’ craph that he 
would be glad to enter either of 
them. Then with his squad he set off 
again across the desert. 

lt was six days later when they 
again struck the railway, this time 
eighty miles from the point at which 
they had previously crossed it, but 
the officer’s reply from the War De- 
partment was awaiting him. It had 
been telegraphed to every station 
within 200 miles. 

A more striking instance of accu- 
racy occurred after the same officer's 
transfer to the East. He was travel- 
ing home on leave and, as the regu- 
lations require, had notified the de- 
partment of the day, hour and prob- 
able route of his journey. After he 
had been on the train for eight hours 
at a small station the conductor en- 
tered with a telegram, asking if we * 


one of his name was on board. 


Francis H. Duehay, superintendent 
of prisons, under whose direction the 
album is being compiled, in discussing 
the amount of successful jail-breaking 
as shown by the album statistics, said:

That record hardly gives 
two escaped prisoners apiece to the 
Federal penitentiaries over a period of 
six years. But that fis not all. 

“Of the aitneteen men who are 
wanted for breaking from Federal 
penitentiaries and who are included 
in the album, fourt-en never actually 
broke jatl, but are only technically 
escaped prisoners, having been on pa- 
role and violated their agreements 
and disappeared. 

“Therefore, strictly speaking, there 
are at large today—escaped prisoners 
from Federal penitentiaries—only five 
men—less than one a year for all the 
penitentiaries combin 
. “Of course, these five men are not 
the only prisoners who have attempted 


Federal penitentiaries since 1909. But 
they are the only men who were 
clever enough, or lucky enough, to 
avold being brought back to finish

No 
nation in this age can maintain an 
independent economic system, and 
Germany least of all nations has 
sought to do so. When she resumes 
trade relations her danger wil) be 
that with current capital destroyed, 
and with no adequate means of pro- 
viding for the restoration of usual 
business relationships upon the neces- 
sary scale, she will find herself hope- 
lessly crippled. She cannot look with 
success to her past sources of supply 
in London and Paris, and she is likely 
to find relatively little ald available 
in the neutral countries. Germany 
now depends, practically entirely upon 
her own internal resources, both of 
current manufactures and of capital. 
Outsiders cannot determine exactly 
how rapidly she ts trenching upon 
elther, and residents of the country, 
as already noted, are deprived of the 
usual standards of comparison. Her 
leaders, under these conditions, are 
likely to come to the end of her 
strength without much warning, and 
unexpectedly, both so far as their own 
people and the outside world are con- 
cerned. When the German nation 
does thus reach the limit of its en- 
durance for the present, recovery is 
likely to be much slower and more 
difficult than in the case of other coun- 
tries. The “economic laws.” which 
are said by some to have been suc- 
cessfully overridden by German or- 
ganization and combination, have a 
way of reasserting themselves. Ger- 
man conditions after the war are 
likely to furnish a striking illustra- 
tion of the way in which thig process 
makes itself effective. 


GREAT PAINTINGS AT BARGAINS. 


Royal Academy Pictures That are 
Sold for Less Than Cost of Frame 
and Materials. 

[Pearsons:} Hundreds of canvases 
which have had an honorable place 
on the walls of the Royal Academy 
in England are sold for no more than 
the artists have spent on their frames. 
These pictures are painted by clever 
men, most of whom depend on their 
art for their living. 

One painter, whose work is to be 
seen practically all the year round at 
the principal exhibitions, recently ad- 
mitted that his whole income from his 
paintings during the last three years 
had not averaged 6 a year. 

There is practically no market now- 
adays for easel pictures; and the ar- 
tist who relies on it for his income

THREE MILLIONS FOR 
LOS ANGELES GASOLINE.

mate made yesterday by the Automobile Club of Southern Califor- 
nia. This indicates that this city is without doubt today the center of 


Following an investigation of conditions here and elsewhere, it is 
believed that nowhere else in America is gasoline being used per capita 
at such an enormous rate, and every day motorists are spending more 
than $8000 for gasoline at garages and supply stations. 

In one week motorists are spending approximately $56,000 for 
Sasocline alone, and half as much for oll. Some time ago the Auto Club 
recommended that the city establish a department of gasoline inspection, 
and this was done. This inspection has been carried on for a period 


INSPECTORS BUSY. 

Although this inspection has been actively carried on for some 
time, it is continuously busy because of the new garages and supply 
stations being added to those already established in the city. According 
_ to the report issued yesterday at the Auto Club, unofficially, there are 
how operating in Los Angeles 246 garages and 185 supply stations. 

These garages and supply stations are ladling out gasoline daily 
at the rate of approximately 74,000 galions. It is doubtful if any city 
twice the size of Los Angeles is duplicating this record for active 
motoring, according to the club. Using this gasoline are 37,000 active 
motorists, running their cars 24 miles per day on an average. 

These figures are civen out by the Automobile Club following an 
Oficial tabulation of the number of visitors in the city from northern 
and southern parts of the State and from the East. Although it is 
shown by motor vehicle department records that there are registered 
37,000 automobilists in Los Angeles, the club in its investigation found 
that many of these are so-called “inactives.” That is, many of their cars

This 
time it is the feat of driving a new 
1916 Buick six-cylinder touring car 
from San Francisco to Los Angeles and 
return to San Francisco over the val- 
ley route, a distance of approximately 
1000 miles, with the radiator locked.

The weather the past week was hot. 
Joe admits it without argument. | 
“When we left San Francisco Sat- 
urday evening we were warned that, 
we could expect some hot weather,’ | 
said Joe. “We had not gone very far 
until we found that this was true. 
A short distance out of Oakland 1 
hung a thermometer on the wind- 
shield. The wind caused by our speed 
blew directly on this thermometer, but 
it didn't seem to keep the mercury! 
down very much. At Fresno, which | 
we reached around midnight, the mer- 
cury was hovering around 100 degs. 
But the worst was yet to come. 

“We had four in our car. three 
Buick men and Frank Herman, offi- 
cial observer.

An Attractive Pin- 
cushion 


OES it ever seem a pity to you to 
see the top of a pincushion beau- 
tifwlly embroidered and 

stabbed with countless pins? One nee- 
dieworker who disiiked to have her 
dainty stitches hidden in such a manner 
decided to leave the top of her cushion 
plain. Therefore, she fashioned a most at- 
tractive cushion whose under piece was 
circular while the upper portion was 
square. The under piece bore no hand 
embroidery save a buttonpholed scal- 
loped edge, but the top pieee had a 
dainty spray of flowers embroidered in 
delicate colers. Eyelets were made at 
corresponding points on the two pieces, 
and through these colored ribbon was 
run and tied into artistic rosettes. 


Handkerchief Designs 
HERE are two very dainty de- 
signs which do much to add 
beauty to otherwise simple hand- 

kerchiefs. One is a leaf pattern which 
is Allied in with firm net. Through the 
center of the net leaf a vein is em- 
broidered in the solid stitch. On ejther 
aide of the vein initials are embroid- 
ered in the same stitch. If the initials 
are not desired, veins can be embroid- 
ered instead.

1 * artistic application of darn- 


ing stitches is welcomed by 
every needieworker, and even 
by those young women who dislike to 
Garn stockings. This is for the rea- 


don that the work is so easy and so 


effective that the woman with very 
little patience can do the work with- 
out having it “get on her nerves.” 

Most attractive guest towels have 
been made with darning stitches. The 
work is much prettter if the towels 
are hemetitched or have scalloped 
edges. 

Of course, a blunt needle must be 
used for the work, as the sewer must 
weave her embroidery cotton in and 
out the surface threads of the ma- 
tertal she uses. Huckaback is the 
suitable material for this kind of 
work. 


The work of picking up the threads 
will be very much facilitated if the 
towel is dampened, iaid right side 
down on a soft pad, made by folding 
an ironing blanket or a Turkish towel, 
and pressed with a hot iron until 
perfectiy dry. This treatment will 
reise the threads go that they can be 
easily lifted with the needle. 

It te advise te use stranded cot- 


ton for the darning. The quality of 


the huckaback used will determine 
the number of threads to use. To 
gain the best effect the threads 
should be drawn up smoothly. While 
they must not be pulled too taut, the 
other extreme should be avoided, for 
if the werk is done too loosely the 
design will not be attractive and the 
threads will catch and pull when the 
towel is laundered. 

It may be necessary for the novice 
to have a design stamped upon the 
tewel, but the experienced embroid- 
erer will, perhaps, be able to originate 
a design, and thus have an exclusive 
pattern for her own towels or for the 
towele she may be preparing for 
somebody's hope chest. 

Blue darning on white huckaback 
is very effective, but anether color
